Voters in the 18th Congressional District, 
comprised of 
Columbiana, 
Jefferson, 
Bel­ 
mont, Harrison and Carroll counties, will 
participate in an interesting contest at the 
Nov. 4 election. 
The veteran Democratic incumbent, Wayne 
L. Hays of Flushing, is seeking his sixth 
term in Congress. He is 
opposed 
by Re­ 
publican Francis Wallace of Bellaire, author, 
lecturer and radio and television commen­ 
tator. 
Mr. Hays, who began his public career 
as a school teacher, has a lengthy back­ 
ground in local, district and state political 
offices in addition to his IO years as rep­ 
resentative of this district in Washington. 
He was m ayor of his home town three 
term s, served four 
years 
as 
a 
Belmont 
County commissioner, two term s as a school 
board m em ber and one term as Ohio state 
senator from the 20-22nd district. 
In Congress, Mr. Hays now is a m em ber 
of the im portant Foreign Affairs Commit­ 
tee, House Administration Committee, and 
Subcommittee on Printing and is chairm an 
of the parliam entary delegation to NATO. 
He has visited Europe m any times, In­ 
cluding some nations behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain, the Middle E ast and Africa, as a m em ­ 
ber of the Foreign Affairs Committee and 
as a NATO delegate. He also has attended 
several NATO conferences in Paris. 
There can be no doubt 
that Mr. 
Hays 
has fought hard for this district in Congress 
and, although this newspaper has not always 
agreed with his views and sometimes his 
actions, ne has represented the district well 
generally. His long tenure in the office he 
again is seeking has given him experience 
and seniority which should increase his value 


to the district if he were to be re-elected. 
In the present contest, Mr. Hays is run­ 
ning on his record, which includes a IOO 
per cent “ right” vote by labor standards. In 
Ohio politics he is following the Dem ocratic 
party line on the p r o p o s e d right-to-work 
amendment to the Constitution and has taken 
a stand against it although he is not making 
that a m ajor issue in his campaign. 
Mr. Wallace has no political background 
although his experience as an author and 
lecturer has given him a keen insight into 
the needs and problems of people. He is an 
active anti-Communist and while in Holly­ 
wood working on a film adaptation of one of 
his 14 books, he helped organize the Motion 
Picture Alliance, the first over-all anti-Com­ 
m unist group in the film industry. 
Mr. Wallace is recognized as a top-ranking 
sports w riter and most of his books deal in 
some m anner with sports. He is a form er 
associate editor of Colliers Magazine and 
wrote articles for The Saturday Evening 
Post for 19 years. He has been a featured 
speaker for the last 20 years. 
He is cam paigning on a platform of tax- 
saving, anti-communism 
and 
economy 
in 
foreign aid. He differs 
from 
most 
Ohio 
Republican candidates in his views on the 
right-to-work am endm ent and has come out 
strongly against it. 
Actually, voters in this district m ust choose 
between two men who are not very far apart 
in their basic views on most local and some 
national issues. Both are qualified although 
from different fields—Mr. Wallace from his 
contacts and knowledge of people acquired 
as a w riter and lecturer, and Mr. Hays from 
his IO years* experience in the office to 
w*ir.h he is seeking re-election. 


Brown, Tracy And Saxbe 


Ohio has been lucky over the years in hav­ 
ing a succession of good adm inistrators in 
its specialized state offices. 
Three of these offices m ust be filled in 
the election this year—secretary of state, 
treasurer and attorney general. 
The duties of the three offices are so pro­ 
fessional in nature that they might very well 
be perform ed by appointed officials making 
careers in public law, government and ac­ 
counting. This explains why Ohioans m ake 
a practice of re-electing state officials who 
do a good job. 
Ted W. Brown, candidate for re-election 
as secretary of state, is generally conceded 
to be the best supervisor of election machin­ 
ery Ohio ever had. This is the principal duty 
of the secretary of state. If the state had 
to hire the most qualified m an in sight for 
the job. it would hire Ted B rw n . He should 
be kept on the job by popular consent. 
Roger W. Tracy has the sam e qualifica­ 
tions in the office of state treasurer. He is 
the best m an in sight for a job he has 
proved he can perform capably. His spe­ 
ciality has been upgrading personnel and 
introducing modern methods in Ohio’s princi­ 
pal bookkeeping departm ent. He should be 
re-elected without question. 


The incumbent attorney general. William 
Saxbe, also has shown outstanding compet­ 
ence in running an efficient departm ent and 
should be kept on the job. We think some­ 
tim es Mr. Saxbe is so unconscious of the way 
the gubernatorial lightning hit some of his 
predecessors that he invites it to him, too. 
But perhaps he cannot be blamed for knowing 
what happened to John W. Bricker and C. 
William O’Neill after they quit being at­ 
torneys general in Ohio. His Democratic op­ 
ponent, Mark McElroy of Cleveland, an at­ 
tractive newcomer in state politics, is perhaps 
the stronger candidate on his ticket. 
The other state office that Ohio voters 
m ust fill, besides the governorship, is lieuten­ 
ant governor. 
Paul M. Herbert, the Republican incumbent, 
should be the choice of all voters who favor 
the re-election of Gov. O’Neill. 
There is no logic in dividing party re­ 
sponsibility between the office of governor and 
lieutenant governor. A Republican governor 
should be backed up by a Republican lieuten­ 
ant governor; a Dem ocratic governor by a 
Dem ocratic lieutenant governor. 
Mr. H erbert’s opponent is John W. Dona* 
hey, who should be supported by voters who 
favor Michael V. DiSalle for governor.

Secretary of State Dulles and, later, Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower seemed to be trying to take 
the attitude that both attack and defense 
should be outlawed by m utal consent as far 
as foreign policy is concerned — and. brief­ 
ly, they seemed to have the support of that 
tireless attacker, form er President Trum an. 
Then, press conference by press conference, 
they worked their way out of a position they

A. Lincoln and, m ore recently, re­ 
vered their Ione successful presi­ 
dential candidate, Calvin Coolidge. 
So it is a gentle political cam ­ 
paign in the Green Mountain State 
for there really hasn’t been a good 
brawl there since Ethan Allen took 
83 lads and tossed the British into 
Lake Champlain. History is being 
m ade quietly as the Democratic- 
labor endorsed gubernatorial can­ 
didate simply says he can do much 
m ore for his neighbors than the 
GOP nominee. 


IT IS MERELY a m atter of or­ 
ganization in this fight between the 
rivals for the governor’s chair and 
Senate and House seats. And the 
story is that in Vermont, as Dick 
Nixon 
has 
found 
virtually 
all 
across the land, the Republican 
m achinery is a little rusted and of 
high-button shoe vintage. 


Thus, early last week, Mr. Nixon 
listened to reports from the be­ 
sieged hinterland 
and 
hurriedly 
pencilled in a last minute speaking 
date in Burlington, Verm ont’s elec­ 
trical products center, for the aft­ 
ernoon of Oct. 22. Republican stra­ 
tegists say this is the first time 
so high a national party leader 
has had to go in to bolster the 
defenses in Vermont. 
The Republicans’ concern in the 
area of one of their last hurrahs 
appears justified. While they have 
perm itted their m achinery to go 
creaky, the Dem ocrats and t h e i r 
labor allies 
have 
been 
steadily 
ham m ering together modern auto­ 
m ated votegetting equipment. The 
labor vote can well be the balance 
of power, and the local union lead­ 
ers are out getting their people 
ready to vote. 


IT WILL TAKE a shift of only 
2,600 votes from the GOP to win 
the state. For in 1954, the last off 
year election, the Republicans won 
the 
governorship 
by 
only 5,200 
votes. The labor leaders estim ate 
they now have 25,000 m em bers in 
Vermont. 
Of these, 
some 15,000 are in 
AFL-CIO unions such as the Grain 
Millers, the Quarry W orkers and 
the Stone cutters. The rest are in 
independent unions, including 1,000 
Team sters. 
They are solidly against the Re­ 
publicans. So solidly that consid­ 
erable AFL-CIO political activity is 
directed 
out 
of the T eam sters’ 
headquarters 
in 
Barre, 
Vt. 
It 
should be noted that this is not a 
strange unity — this Team ster lo­ 
cal voted against Jim Hoffa at the 
union’s last convention. 
Here, too, labor’s story is the 
story of labor in Maine. For two 
years, the AFL-CIO’s political unit, 
“ COPE,” has been checking the 
union mem bership to find out who 
has been ineligible to vote because 
of not being registered. Jim Cross, 
secretary - treasurer of the AFL- 
CIO council in St. Albans, tells me 
that they found as m any as 40 
per cent of the m em bers unregis­ 
tered in some cities. The ineligible 
were contacted in person and by 
postcard. Three letters, well timed, 
were sent urging the m em bership 
to register. This week they begin 
the final push.

THIS WEEK, too, COPE and re ­ 


gional union officials are working 
on their m ajor projects. They are 
helping the Dem ocratic P arty buy 
radio and television time. They are 
lining up car pools in most of the 
m ajor cities to take people to the 
polls on election day. 
They are now setting up head­ 
quarters in the state’s seven large 
cities. These will be manned—or 
womanned — by volunteers hand­ 
ling the five phones which will be 
installed in e a c h headquarters.

I do not look upon this assess­ 
m ent as a tax, but rather an in­ 
vestm ent. I feel that each dime 
is invested in making E ast Liver­ 
pool a better community which, 
by increasing the value of our 
properties and businesses, will be 
returned to us a hundredfold. 


It will benefit everyone by m ak­ 
ing E ast Liverpool m ore attractive 
to potential industry, by furnish­ 
ing more and 
better 
m unicipal 
services and at the sam e tim e 
save us the added interest expense 
of deficit spending by putting E ast 
Liverpool on a sound “pay-as-you- 
go” basis. 


MANY 
LETTERS have 
been 
written to your desk asking why 
something hasn't 
been 
done 
to 
bring new industry into E ast Liv­ 
erpool. I don’t believe the w riters 
of these letters have placed them ­ 
selves in the position of a person 
who might consider establishing 
an 
industry 
in 
E ast Liverpool. 
It is rather difficult to sell any­ 
one a rotten bushel of apples. And 
if we are to attract investors into 
this area, we m ust first put our 
own house in order. We m ust have 
good streets and highways and a 
modern street 
departm ent 
with 
the proper equipment to m aintain 
these streets. 
We m ust furnish 
these and many other things that 
are sought by i n v e s t o r s in 
industry. 
With the m any cities throughout 
the state and the nation that can 
already offer these facilities, it is 
little wonder that industry is not 
fighting to come into E ast Liver­ 
pool. However, if E ast Liverpool 
can be m ade attractive and can 
also offer these 
facilities, 
then, 
and only then industry will be 
interested in locating here. 
City Council has been criticized 
for imposing this tax without offer­ 
ing the citizens a right to express 
their opinions. I feel that they 
acted wisely in 
the move they 
m ade; 
the 
m atter 
confronting 
them was of an em ergency nature 
and could not be delayed for the 
m any months 
that 
would 
have 
been necessary to bring the sub­ 
ject to a vote of the people. 
They were placed in their offi­ 
ces by the vote of the people and 
they exercised the 
right 
given 
them by these people in enacting 
a m easure they felt to be for the 
good of the community. I do not 
m ean to condemn the council that 
passed the 
necessary 
legislation 
for the sewage disposal plant (for 
I feel this was a necessary m eas­ 
ure also), but they imposed an as­ 
sessm ent upon 
the 
citizens 
of 
E ast Liverpool for the construc­ 
tion of this plant which will cost 
each citizen more per year than 
the income tax, yet I know of no 
criticism they received to com pare 
with that being heaped upon the 
present council. 


WE NOW pay a Social Security 
tax of 2Va per cent, which will be 
increased on Jan. I of next year, 
and most of us will never receive 
any benefits from it, yet I hear no 
complaints against it or of any 
petitions to have it repealed. Our 
federal income tax rate starts at 
20 per cent, yet very little of it is 
returned to E ast Liverpool. Most 
of our property and excise taxes 
go out of E ast Liverpool. Here is 
a tax. the sm allest rate of them 
all, that will be spent IOO per cent 
in E ast Liverpool and numerous 
persons and groups are fighting 
against it. 
As one person who is paying 
the tax gladly and with the fore­ 
sight to see what it can m ean to 
everyone, I ask 
the 
voters 
of 
E ast Liverpool to 
consider 
the 
m erits of this tax and to put their 
pride in the community ahead of 
the f e w dollars a year it will 
cost them and vote against the re­ 
peal on Nov. 4.

When I received my Potters Her­ 
ald, which is our union paper—and 
I am proud to be a honorary m em ­ 
ber of Local 86 Warehousemen—I 
read on it where they said that 
the councilmen did not set up the 
city income tax in a democratic 
m anner by not giving the people 
a vote on it. 
Did the government give us a 
vote on the 20 per cent withhold­ 
ing tax to run the government? 
Did the state of Ohio give us a 
vote on the 3 per cent to run the 
state? 
That is wrhy the Council put on 
the tax — to run the city. Working 
for the city and being a m em ber of 
the city union, I want to explain a 
few things. Our union tried hard 
to get a raise for six years, but 
the city said it had no money. 
About two years ago, the men who 
work at the incinerator departm ent 
had a work stoppage and the rub­ 
bish piled up and the people were 
crying to have it moved.

But 
they never did. 
Then the new councilmen and 
some of the old ones got together 
and passed the city tax raising our 
wages from $1.45 to $1.60 an hour. 
Now the Trades and Labor Coun­ 
cil comes out against the tax, con­ 
demning the councilmen for pass­ 
ing the levy to run the city.

The main reason, of course, is 
the business recession. So deeply 
rooted is the illusion that the party 
in power can perform m iracles 
in maintaining uninterrupted pros­ 
perity that both parties have for 
generations used it as a means of 
appealing to the unemployed or 
of claiming credit when employ­ 
m ent is high. 
The recession really began in the 
spring 
of 
1957 
and, 
politically 
speaking, there has been lots of 
tim e for political prejudices to be 
cultivated against the Republic- 
can party. 
Even though the nation now is 
slowly coming out of the recession, 
it m ay be too late to change the 
votes of m any who have been ad­ 
versely affected. 
Does this mean that with every 
recession the party in power must 
go down to defeat in the next elec­ 
tion and that prosperity is a sure 
winner for the party that has that 
issue on its side? Not at all. 
Actually, an emotional issue can 
sway votes far more than econom­ 
ic questions. The country was still 
suffering from high unemployment 
in 1940 when President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt was running for a 
third te rm ,.but the general fright 
o v e r American involvement in 
World War II caused many a citi­ 
zen to give the adm inistration a 
vote of confidence at the polls. 
The same thing happened in 1916 
when “ peace and prosperity” was 
successful as a slogan that helped 
re-elect a Democratic president, 
Woodrow Wilson, during W o r l d 
W ar I. 


THERE IS an “ emotional” issue 
emerging in the present campaign, 
but neither side is as yet getting 
much benefit from it. 
This is the effort to pin the get- 
ting-us-into-war label on the Repub­ 
licans in connection with far E ast­ 
ern developments and the counter­ 
effort of the Republicans to point 
with pride to the President’s firm ­ 
ness against the Communist enemy, 
as well as to claim credit for the 
adm inistration’s success in keep­ 
ing us out of a world war. 
Basically, as it looks now, the 


campaign for Congress this year 
will be decided in the local appeal 
of the candidates and on economic 
issues — responsibility for the re ­ 
cession. 
The Republicans have a good 
argum ent in their charge that the 
recession was “ union - m ade” be­ 
cause of the exercise of monopoly 
power by nationwide unions in forc­ 
ing wages up faster than produc­ 
tivity of labor — the cause of the 
present inflation. 
But the unions are spending mil­ 
lions of dollars to help Democratic 
candidates, while Republicans are 
finding it hard to collect the nor­ 
m al amount of campaign contribu­ 
tions. 
Sen. Knowland’s campaign m an­ 
ager, for instance, was reported 
recently to be without money to 
pay for a single statewide televi­ 
sion appeal in the California gu­ 
bernatorial race. 
Republicans are handicapped by 
the fact 
that 
their 
own 
party 
strength is not being fully mo­ 
bilized. 
The 
middle 
and upper 
classes 
throughout 
the 
country, 
most of whom have not been really 
hurt by the recession, just don’t 
bother to vote in the sam e propor­ 
tions as do people in the lower-in- 
come groups who are dragged to 
the polls through union - organized 
battalions of precinct worker. 


THE REPUBLICAN party could 
win the election if all who voted 
Republican only two years ago 
voted that way again, and particu­ 
larly if those Republicans who are 
resentful over various issues that 
are really less im portant than the 
economic future of the country 
were to lay aside their grievances. 
There is a bigger economic issue 
at stake than most people realize. 
Will business really feel the jolt 
of a Democratic trium ph in No­ 
vem ber and see a socialistic era 
ahead? 
Will businessmen after the elec­ 
tion become hesitant about going 
ahead with plans for expansion un­ 
til they know what radical Demo­ 
crats will do in Congress in 1959 
and get a line on what to expect 
if Democrats win the White House 
in 1960? 
The recent recession was large­ 
ly due to a drop-off in confidence 
by the public when unemployment 
started in 1957 in what might oth­ 
erwise have been a normal read­ 
justm ent of mild proportions. 
Will confidence sag again if en­ 
emies of the free enterprise sys­ 
tem take control of Congress and 
prepare to take over the White 
House two years hence? 
These are some of the aspects of 
the poltical situation which dis­ 
gruntled Republicans will have to 
bear in mind. They will have to 
accept some of the responsibility 
for economic 
adversity if they 
don’t go to the polls to support 
conservatives rn the current cam ­ 
paign. 


Putting On The Heat

WASHINGTON 


The Red Chinese saw a good 
chance to put the heat on, and took 


it. 
That seems a reasonable guess 
—since nobody knows for sure— 
why 
the 
Communists 
suddenly 
broke 
their 
own 
self-imposed 
cease-fire in the Form osa Strait 
and resum ed shelling Quemoy. 
They 
began 
the shelling 
last 
August, quit for a week 15 days 
ago, 
extended the cease-fire to 
next weekend and suddenly cut 
loose again Monday. 
Secretary of State Dulles and 
his associates had decided that 
the Reds, after observing their 
own 
cease-fire 
for 
two 
weeks, 
would make it perm anent. What 
the Reds did Monday shattered 
any complacency Dulles had on 
this score. 
It was the Reds’ way of thumb­ 
ing their nose at him. 
There’s no doubt it was meant 
to em barrass him before he could 
land 
on Form osa to talk with 
Chiang Kai-shek about the future 
of Quemoy. The Communists were 
plainly saying they were the ones 
who’d call the shots. 
But this other interpretation — 
showing a little more long-range 
thinking on the Reds’ part—can 
also be placed on their sudden 
action: 
To put pressure on Dulles—just 


in case he had the idea they had 
initiated 
the 
cease-fire 
out 
of 
weakness—to m ake more conces­ 


sions than he might have thought 


necessary if he were taking a 
perm anent cease-fire for granted 
now. 
It could have been m eant to 
push him harder into pressuring 
Chiang into cutting down National­ 
ist forces on the Quemoy and 
Matsu 
islands, 
both 
near 
the 
China coast, and eventually per­ 
haps into abandoning them to the 
Communists if a cease-fire be­ 
comes permanent. 
The Communists may have had 
American politics in mind as an 
added inducement to Dulles 
to 
m ake 
concessions 
to 
obtain 
a 
cease-fire and prevent the possi­ 
bility of war. 
At this moment President Eisen­ 
hower, campaigning for Republi­ 
cans in the November elections. 
is claiming with pride that his ad­ 
ministration has managed to pre­ 
serve peace. 
Any fierce activity around Que­ 
moy between now and election 
day would m ake peace look pre­ 
carious. 
But if the reasons for the Com­ 
munist shellings of Quemoy, both 
original 
and 
resumed, 
are 
not 
clear, neither are Dulles’ reasons 
for 
going 
halfway 
around 
the 
world to see Chiang.

Campaigns For Re-Election 
Foreign, Defense Policy 
Debate Urged By Bricker 


ELYRIA, Ohio (AP*—Sen. John 
W. Bricker (R-Ohio), campaigning 
for a third term in the U. S. Sen­ 
ate, said today foreign and de­ 
fense policies should be subjected 
to extended political debate. 
In a speech prepared for de­ 
livery before a Lorain County Re- 
p u b l i c a n organization, Bricker 
said: 
"I am not one who believes that 
politics must stop either at the 
water’s edge or outside the doors 
of the Pentagon. The people have 
a right to know and a duty to de­ 
cide. Only in a crucible fired by 
political controversy can we form­ 
ulate policies which are sound and 
durable." 
President Eisenhower and for­ 
mer President Harry S. Truman 
have said foreign affairs should 
not be subjected to partisan poli­ 
tical debate, but Vice President 
Nixon has not subscribed to this 
view. 
On the issue of military pre­ 
paredness. Bricker said the Demo­ 
crats “have acted like spoiled chil­ 
dren while exhorting the public to 
emulate their example." He ad­ 
ded: 
"How like a spoiled child to 
deny blame, to try to pin the 
blame on others, and, failing in 


this, to indulge in some frenzied 
tantrum. 
"But isn’t this exactly how many 
Democrats reacted to the launch­ 
ing of the first Russian sputnik?" 
From fiscal 1945 through fiscal 
1952, Bricker asserted the Truman 
administration "spent 30 times as 
much to support the price of pea­ 
nuts as it did for ballistic missile 
research." 
But when the first sputnik was 
launched 
last 
October, 
Bricker 
said ‘‘Democratic politicians did 
not enter a confession (rf negli­ 
gence." Instead, he said, "They 
sought to throw the blame on 
President 
Eisenhower 
who 
had 
spent on missile research and de­ 
velopment 99 times as much as his 
predecessor in the White House." 
Bricker said that in spite of a 
multitude of broken promises some 
people still believe that the Rus­ 
sians can be trusted to carry out 
agreements to end the threat of 
nuclear annihilation. 
"This sentimental view is large­ 
ly confined to 
Democratic

cles," he asserted.
